Dr. George Clements, chief among agricultural 
experts pronounces these to be excellent date 
lands.

MONUMENT 


HE proposed national monument for the 
Palm Canyon district has attracted a 

great deal of attention during the past 

year. The official publication for the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, ‘*Southern 
California Business,’’ published monthly by 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, pub- 
lishes an interesting story about the proposal 
with attractive illustration.

The tax was carried in the revenue act of 
1918 and was enacted after the Supreme Court 
held that Congress could not use its regula- 
tory power over interstate commerce to pre- 
vent the interstate shipment of child labor 
products. 

The suit was brought by Engene T. Johnston 
and others in behalf of North Carolina child 
workers ‘against the Atherton Mills of Char- 
lotte, the government backing the mills in the 
effort to have the law upheld. 

When the mill threatened to discharge John- 
ston’s two small sons because the products of 
their labor were taxed, Johnston appealed to 
the Supreme Court, with the result that the 
tax was declared illegal —Claremont Courier.

CONTROLLING AUTOMOBILE 
SPEEDING 
N spite of all efforts to promote courtesy 
and care among automobile drivers, a 
certain element of them will continue to 
make life and limb unsafe on city 
streets and motor roads.

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To properly appreciate the estab- 


lishment of Memorial day readers 


should know about the organization 


of the Grand Army of the Republic. 


The comradeship and patriotic prin- 
ciples which prompted the organiza- 
tion of this, the greatest organiza- 
tion the world has ever known, in- 
spired General Logan in writing the 
immortal order No, 11, when com- 
mander-in-chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. Without the Grand 
Army of the Republic, there never 
would have been a Memorial day or 
a medium through which it could 
have been established. 

It gives me great pleasure to tell 
you the true story. 


facts: 

The late Colonel Charles I. Wil- 
son, editor of the Chicago Journal 
of that day, invited a party  con- 


sisting of his niece, Miss Anna Wil- 
son (later Mrs. Horatia May), Miss 
Farrar, his fiancee (all now dead); 
General Logan and myself to visit 
the battlefields around Richmond in 
March, 1868. The importance of 
some measures then pending in Con- 
gress prevented General Logan at 
the last moment from going, but 
he insisted upon my 
these friends. 


every battlefield, fortification, tem- 
porary barricade and cemetery 
around the erstwhile Confederate 
capital, driving about in old ‘tumble- 


down vehicles, drawn by lean, jaded 
horses, driven by thinly clad, poorly 
fed men, who had survived the long 
siege of Richmond. We saw the 
colored men, women and_ children 
digging out the lead and iron which 
had been shot into the fortifications, 
almost the only support of these 
wretched people. Visiting ceme- 
teries and church yards, we were 
deeply touched by the withered 
wreaths and tiny flags that marked 
the graves of the Confederate dead. 
In the bleak March wind and light- 
falling snow, the desolation seemed 
most oppressive.

Returning together to the old Wil- 
lard Hotel, where we then lived, sit- 
ting in our parlor after dinner, we 
recounted to General Logan the in- 
cidents of the trip and how deeply 
touched we were by the devastation 
and ravishes of war.

The First Observance
